W. Longley, of Halifax, ex-Attorney-

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THE BEEF CATTLE |NDUSTRY 


After stating that there may or may 
not be a combine among exporters of 
dead beef the Calgary Herald says: 

“In the shipment of cattle to the 
‘United Kingdom there seems to be 
“what might be construed into a mon- 
“opoly. The most important shipments 
“sre said to be in the joint control of 
.“P. Burns and company and Gordon 
“‘Tronsides. The Ironsides company is 
“‘ynderstood to have committed the 

— 
“purchase of stock in this country to 
“P_ Burns and company. The two firms 
“it is said, have a mutual understand- 
“ing. If this is «rue a monopoly has 
“heen created, and there may be field 
“for investigation.” 

The strength of this possibility how- 
ever is weakened by the statement that 
“Under certain circumstances a mo- 
“nopoly might be justified. The ship- 
‘tment of cattle to England is perhaps 
‘not as lucrative as outsiders imagine. 
“4 seven thousand mile journey by 
“land and sea is not an unimportant 
“factor in the trade which Alberta 
“ranchers and shippers are destined 
“to have in Europe. Men who have at- 
“tempted to make a success of the 
“shipment of live stock to the old 
“country recognize that the odds are 
“against success. An old-time shipper 
“told the Herald ‘his morning that he 
“believed firmly that scarcely 3 per 
“cent. ef those who tried the business 
“made it pay. The shipping of live 
*stock in this country has been mark- 
“ed by a weeding process. Ouly the
